WE FEEL THERE is a tendency to attempt 
to bolster K-State's image through almost every 
aspect except those whi<di are important to a good' 
university. The proposed union and the emphasis 
(m;aiiiUBtiGa are two examples of this t^dency. 

As an alternative plan, might we suggest that 
less time and money be spent on these less integral 
aspects of the university, and more l>6 spent in 
making K-State an institution which fosters an 
alaBbsphere o^aoadenid and serseiiid iama^hmeiit 
and- growth. 

Should this goal be achieved, not only would 
K-State "enhance its image", but it would also be 
able to provide a program that is truly unique in 
the Midwest.

The Board of Student Organ- 
isations (BSO) in a meeting 
Tuesday discussed a preliijliuiry 
draft of a ^vision to its eonsti- 
tvtion. 

THBT DISOUSSED procedure 
for an organisation to follow in 
seeking University recognition, 
criteria used by the -Board In 
granting recognition, and routes 
of appeal of BSO decisions. 

Tbe eonstttutlonal revision 
was avggeated Dec. 14 by a Joint 
committee of representatives 
from the Faculty Council on 
Student Affairs, Student Senate 
and BSO. 

Controversy arising from 
BSC'S refusal to approve the 
Student Peace Union (SPU) 
as a University organization 
prompted tbe Joint committee 
meeting. 

THE BOARD possibly will 
use the K-State Honor Code as 
a basis for evaluating an organ- 
ization's alms and goals. 

Tbe constitution revision also 
Ik expoetsd to clarify the num- 
ber of members on the Board. 
Faculty Senate's constitution in- 
dicates there should be six stu- 
dent members; nine fresaatly 
are serving on BSO. 

ANOTHER clarification con- 
cerns BSC'S name itself. Ac- 
cording to Faculty Council, com- 
mittee number 7100 (BSO) Is 
still the Student Aotivities 
Board, as BSO was formerly 
known.

Townrgown Relations Cited 
As an Unsolvable Problem 



Vmtrmf»Hr 
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Cooperation between Manhattan and Univer- 
sity officials is a thing often ignored, often mis- 
construed, and usuaUy stated as an unsolvable 
problem. 

K-STAT£ OFFICULS and Manhattan busi- 
nessm^ express ^finite ditteren^s of opinion 
concerning relations between the UntTcrsity and 
the city (town-gown problems), but few can cite 
specific ran Res for disagreement. 

Lud I'^iser, Cliamber of Commerce secretary, 
contends that disagreements which appear to be 
a rift between town and gown, often are just cHf- 
f erenose of opinion between a fh^ty member and 
a business or professional person. 

But other buslnespmcp and K-State adminis- 
trators say that town-gown problems are nonexist- 
ent, but there are definite rifts among faculty and 
businessmen. 

•<Bi;SI»£SSMSK FAUi to recognise that fac- 
ulty mtmbera also are oeminuidty members," Hcdly 
Fryer, head of the K-State statistics depaitmeat 
and city commissioner, said. 

Fryer indicated that a few wealthy investors, 
who also are businessmen, con|trol zoning and 
street Improvement to sail Uiete own financial in- 
terests, disregarding the facul^ member who may 
not want his residential area reioned. 

Although Fryer's statements are confirmed by 
numerous individuals, University officials contend 
the "rift exists more in the minds of people than 
in real or potential problems.'* 

€• ehXn JOnXSt Dean of Gomm^oe and

"Townspeople often feel that faculty mem- 
bers are intellectual snobs," Jones said. "But this 
assumption hardly can be made in Manhattan be- 
cause more than 100 University persons are Cham- 
ber of Commerce members and many otiiers be* 
long to service clubs." 

"Manhattan has a better town-gown relation- 
ship than in any other town this sijse with a similar . 
sized university,'* Daniel Beatty, University busi- 
ness manager, said. 

SOME IiOCAIi XEBCKAHTS agreed with 
Beatty, but complained that K-Stato students, fac- 
ulty Mid atoinistrators showed Uttle loyalty to 
Manhattan as a town. 

In 1962 businessmen and other townspeople 
contributed heavily to a Second Century Fund for 
K-State's centeimtm celebration, Jones explained. "0- 
But last year, when the Chamlief OeouMoe 
raised $46,000 to bring the Lonergan Mobile Rome 
Company to Manhattan, T^versi^ personnel con- 
tributed less than $500.

He also said faculty or i^udents who have 
lived here only a few years would have no reason 
to be loyal to the town. "But persons who stay 
longer, like myself, develop a great loyalty to Man- 
hattan," he said. 

Addl^onal' rifts aro fowsMA by a mlsuadev" 
standing of the profit motive, Ftser said. "People 
think the businessman is trying to 'soak' tb# stu^ 
dents — ^this is not true." 

**IN A TOWN containing national chain stores 
such as J. C. Penny; Sears, Roebuck and Com- 
pany; and Uontg!(Hnery Ward, prices are bound to 
be competitive,** Jones added. 

Some persons state that although students 
support local businesses, Manhattan does not es- 
tablish recreational facilities for them. 

Others, including Opal Tremmel, Manhattan's 
n^ayor and wife of a K-Stato profcesor, contend the 
University supplies recreatiott adequate for the sta- 
dent, without city cooperation. 

«MA>HATTA\ IS NOT big enough for thea- 
tre," Jones said, "and the lack of a night spot of 
any kind is perhaps due to laws preventing liquor 
by the drink," he added. 

When the city commission voted two years 
ago to dose d^ parks at 11 p.m., discontent was 
aroused among students who had one o'clock doe- ' 
ing hours.

restoration of peace.

exempt from U.S. bombing. 

THE VmtVAMBam chief of 
state, Nguyen Van Thieu, and 
Prime Minister Nguyen Cao Ky 
both made it clear at a news 
conference that they wanted such 
a setup, as well as more U.S. 
troops In Viet Nam.

Viet Cong Communists. 

The military sltvation re- 
ceived comparatively slight at- 
tention in the communique, 
which restated, in effect, much 
tjiat has been said recently by 
U.S. officials and the Vietnamese 
on economic and social improve- 
ment programs and their im- 
portance to the ottteome of the

Third MUN Taking Shape

The "delegate" from the Belgian Congo was calling 
for an end to the strife there when boos and shoots of 
"Vive Lumumba!" came from 10 young men in the spec- 
tatorf ' gftllery. 

Suddenly they began hurling torn paper on the General 
Aisembly delegates seated lielow. One of them vaulted 

over the railing onto the floor and raced toward the speak- 
er's platform, firing wildy with a pistol at the Speaker, 
who sought refuge behind 
the lecturn. 

Guards rushed forward, 
seized the would-be asBassin 
and the other demonstrators, 
and dragged them bodily 
from the hall. 

Was this a recent dis- 
turbance at United Nations 
(UN) Headquarters on the 
East River in New York 
City? It might have been . . . 
but in this case, the lively 
episode was .a seeretly-ar* 
^ranged bit of byplay at tiie 
second K-State Model United 
Nations (MUN) session here i 
in 1961. , [ 

More than 750 students took part in the three-day 
event. The first session, dubbed the Little United Nations 
Assembly (LUNA), was in February, 1969. 

The next session of the K-State MUN now is being 
planned for Feb. 24-26. The project is being directed by 
an 11-member Steering committee, ftmctlonlng as a stand* 
ing committee of Student Senate. 

The third session of the MUN will provide students 
here with the opportunity to learn more about the role of 
the United Nations in the international realm of affairs 
and the major Issues that confront the organization. 

Aside from the shooting incident, the students in 1961 
spent the greater part of the three days in earnest con- 
sideration and discussion of the probl^ns then fadng the 
real UN. 

Each campus organization — fraternity, sorority, schol- 
arship house, dormitory or other group — was assigned to 
represent a country with six regular delegates and up to 
■Iz additional alternates. 

Many of the 800 international students then attend- 
tng Uie Uniyerstty took part, often being assigned to the 
country of their nationality. 

Flagi, Costumes Brighten Ml'X 

The setting, in the tanbark arena of Weber hall where 
the University holds Its annual Little American Royal live- 
stock show, was indeed a fftr cry from the UN's impressiye 
New York headquarters. 

But the 11-man Steering committee, which had spent 
the preceding four months making preparations for the 
session, had decorated the area with the colorful flags of 
the member nations and the blue and white UN's flag for 
authentic atmosphere. 

Many of the delepitions were in national costumes, 
Including the women of Gamma Phi Beta as the Italian 
delegation, and the men of Farm House as the Ivory Coast 
delegation, in khaki safari gear. 

On the tables, arranged in a sweeping semicircle 
around the raised speaker's platform, were copies of resolu- 
tions to be debated and voted upon, guide books on parUa- 
mentary procedure, copies of the rules of procedure and 
political science textbooks. 

Honor guest and keynote speaker at the opening ses- 
sion on Thursday evening was Dr. William Jordan, 51- 
year-old Englishman who has been a member of the UN 
Secretariat since its founding. He is acting dhrector of the 
political affairs dlvislaii of |h« United NittoBt. 
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Bert Biles, TJ Gr, wag Secre- 
tary-General of the K-State Model 
Volted NatioDB (MUN) In 1961. 
The following year, he founded 
and was elected the first Secre- 
tary-General of the Midwest Model 
Unltod Nations (HMUN). The 
MMUN is an intereolteglate MUN 
pTffsr&m held eaeli-year in St.

next day, the six main committees met to pre- 
pare resolutions on vartous agenda Items. In two, four-hour 
sessions, the delegates discussed and referred 24 resolutions 

to the General Assembly which met the next day. 

On Saturday, the General Assembly spent seven hours 
debating and voting upon the resolutions which had he«(i 
considered earlier by the main donunitteea. 

More than SOO high school students from three states 
attended the Saturday session as "special observers." Orien- 
tation sessions were conducted by the MUN staff to acquaint 
the high school students with General Assembly procedure. 

The budget for the second K-State MUN totaled $1,200. 
The project has been credited with being the first all-Uni- 
versity, extra-curricular activity of Its kind to jemaln 
within its budget. When the books were closed, the second 
K-State MUN had a credit balance of $17.91. 

The benefits of sudh a program are difficult to assess. 

Perhaps Dr. Franlc Graham, 
a senior member of the UN 
Secretariat and presently the 
I7N representative to India 
and Pakistan, best sum- 
marized them when he said: 
"In playing their respec- 
tive roles as delegates from 
• the member nations, the stu- 
dents, in preparation for the 
MUN, study the background 
and the position of the na- 
tions theiy realistloally rep^ 
resentt 

"The debates in the 
Committees, the Councils, 
and the General Assembly 
are very informative. 

"The MUN is a valuably ^g^eirciAe in free discussion 
and leadership." " ' 

UN Problems Duplicated 

Why does K-State sponsor a MUN program? What 
are the benefits to be derived from participating? Why 
should a student become involved? 

A model session of the UN body represents an effort 
to reproduce the content and atmosphere of the public de- 
bates which do In fact take place in the various organs of 
the UN. 

A HUN session can he limited to discussion of one 
topic in a single organ which has a small membership, 
such as the Security Council, the Trusteeship Council or 

the Economic and Social Council. 

A larger session might seek to portray typical plenary 
and main committee meetings of a full or partial General 
Assemb^ or one of the other specialized agencies. 

In a MUN session, each participant represents a mem- 
ber country and tries to state, and obtain support for, the 
views actually held by that ooumtiy on the subjects dis- 
cussed. 

Whatever its scope and size, the aim of the MUN 
should be to deepen understanding of the purposes and 
work of the "UN through intensive study and discussion of 
specific International problems which concern the world 
community. 

As an educational experience, the MUN is valuable 
if it results in informed debate on one or more world 
issues and a deeper appreciation by the participants of the 
Importance of International understanding and coopera- 
tion in the buUdlng of world peace. 

The decision to have a MUN is one Ithat should not be 
arrived at hastily. 

In discussing the pros and cons of such a project, the 
realistic aims and values and the chief limitations and 
difficulties of MUN programs should be considered. 

MUN sessions can arouse keen Interest, particularly 
among young people, in world problems and in the pur- 
poses and work of the United Nations. 

The enthusiasm of participants is perhaps the most 
marked characteristic of MUN programs. 

A further indication of student interest is that, once 
begun, MUN programs continue to be held In a particular 
sdiool et leglon, year after year.

Successful MUN's can enri 
community, as well as the i 
teachers, other students and tt 
to attend the sessions 
and find the experience 
both interesting and in- 
structive. 

In some situations, 
MUN programs attract 
tkb active participation 
and sponsoridiiii of adult 
community or- 
ganizations. 

For example, som^ 
of the larger intercol- 
legiate MUN's, particu- 
larly in Cluiada i^the 
United States, are or- 
ganized and financed 
with the help of organi- 
zations such as Rotary 
Clubs and United Na- 
t i o n 8 Associations, 
working in partnership 
with the teachers and 
students of the partici- 
pating schools. 

The mature guid- 
ance and considerable 
resources thus brought 
to bear have yielded ex- 
cellent results. 

These Inclhde the 
purchase of adequate 
study materials which 
have become the prop- 
erty of the school*s li- 
brary and the sustained 
study of these materials 
by the adult counselors 
as well as by the stu- 
dents. 



Guest Speakers ' 

As an added feature, 
notable guest speakers 
are usually invited and 
typically provide further 
depth and distinction to 
the proceedings. 

Perhaps most use- 
ful in terms of educa- 
tion, MUN programs can 
help students and others^ 
to understand more rea)^^ 
istically the role of pinb- 
Ue debate In the prac- 
tical operations of the 
UN and its various or- 
gana and related 
agendea.

MUN Means Work, Study 

At one point, the Russian delegates pounded their 
shoes on the table in protest, Krushchev-style. . . The

The newspaper? Not the New York Times. The Kan- 
sas City Times would be more precise. 

The people? Not real Russians. Although they may 
have come from Moscow . . . Moscow, Kansas. 

Their purpose? Not "to save succeeding generations 
fi"om the scourge ot war." Instead, they were imitating 
the actions of other men at other times. 

The "Russian delegates" were, in reality, a group of 

K-State students partici- 
pating in the second K- 
State MUN. 

Why should K-State 
sponsor a third MUN pro- 
gram? Do the benefits 
justify participating? 
Should students become 
involved? These are ques- 
tions students here . are 
answering. 

It is not easy to hold 
a meaningful model ses- 
sion of a UN body. 

It requires accurate 
knowledge of the responsi- 
bilities and procedures of 

UN organs, careful selec- 
tion and study of the sub- 
jects to be discussed, and 
serious individual and 
group effort to debate the 
issues effectively. 



Use el Besoims 

A well-run IfUN in- 
volves the availability and 
use of considerahl e re- 
sources. These include 
skilled leadership, ade- 
quate study materials, suf- 
ficient time for prepara- 
tion and much hard work. 

Bizperlenoe sho:ws that 
it is usually unwise for 
students to attempt to 
conduct MUN sessions un- 
less the sustained guid- 
ance of mature and well- 
informed teachers and 
knowledgeable individuals 
can be secured. 

Qualified obser- 
vers find, for example, the 
MUN's held by students in 
colleges and universities 
as largely self-directed, 
extra-curricular activities 
are often inferior in prep- 
aration, content, and pre- 
sentation to adequately 
guided sessions conducted 
at the high school level. 

From in educational 
point of view, a poorly 
handled MUN is worse 
than useless. It can l>e 
misleading to participants 



and to any observers so unfortunate as to be present. 

The selection of unrealistic topics, lack of adequate 
preparation, indecorous behavior and the expression of 
uninformed views can do a disservice to the cause of the 
United Kations. 

Most MUN programs are extra-curricular actlviti^ and 
usually do not carry academic credit. Yet, in preparation 
for the sessions, many students devote a considerable 
amount of time and effort to the study of the UN and of 
the specific issues to be discussed. 

The immortal Dag Hammarskjold once said: "... It 
Is proper that the people now in college, who will one 
day be called upon to assume the responsibility of leader- 
ship, should be deeply concerned with the activities of and 
well informed about the world problems mirrored in the 
United Nations. 

"The college students have a chance to be pioneers 
in the development of our world. 

"They should Join the constructive forces working for 
a peaceful and righteous future." 

Fun, Games— A Weakness 

Observers and participants generally agree that a MUN 
session ts not an appropriate channel for the conduct of 
fun and games. 

The business of the United Nations is serious. And 
the lack of seriousness is perhaps the major weakness of 
past K-State programs of this or a similar nature. 

It has been a tendency of K-State students in the past 
to substittite' pranks for preparation. The shoe-pounding 
incident and the assassination attempt are excellent m- 
amples. And it is unfortunate, but these are the occur- 
rences that have been picked up and reported by the press. 

Maximum Effectiveness 

By their very nature, many important aspects of UN 
work elude adequate portrayal through MUN sessions. 

For example, in the political field, the delicate proc- 
esses involved in the negotiations, mediation and concilia- 
tion of many international questions cannot be pictured 
fully in public debate. 

In the cultural field, MUN's cannot do much to assist 
understanding of UNESCO's important work in helping to 
acquaint a wider public with the treasures of art and litera- 
ture. 

This aspect of UNESCO's work is done by means of 
calling attention to good but inexpensive editions of Im- 
portant literary woite. Works of art must be seen and 
literature read to be under8ta,nd and appreciated. 

In the field of economic and social development, it 
seems likely that a clearer view of the varied technical 
assistance activities of the United Nations and its related 
agencies can be gained through the use of films and dis- 
plays, or through the first-hand reports of experts, rather 
than through MUN sessions. 

The point is that, for maximum effectiveness, MUN 
programs should be used with discrimination, and in con- 
cert with other aids to learning. 

('hallenglufi: Opportunity 

The conclusion emerges that MUN programs, if they 
are well-run, have definite merits and usefulneHs. The 
available evidence indicates that they can and do help to 
interest both young people and adults in the work of the 
United Nations^ 

In particular, they provide a challenging opportunity 

to study and discuss important world Issues, to review na- 
tional and world opinion on these issues, and to gain in- 
sight into the role and procedures of public debate in the 
United Nations. 

Used with care, MUN programs provide another means 
to enrich the study of the United Nations and to further 
the process of education for intematftmal understanding. 

The late President John Kennedy declared that, "The 
United Nations has clearly demonstrated its capacity to 
act as a force for peace and human achievement. 

"In the development of this organization lies the only 
true alternative to war."

Wednesday to Duane Earl Pope, 
the 2S-ymr-old Kansas snail 
college football star who ad- 
mitted killing three persons in 
a bank robbery. 

Pope's chief attorney, former 
Nebraska Gov. Robert Crosby, 
said the order delays the March 
8 execution date at least until 
" April 11 and prohahly longer. 

"OP cornsK, we ar« >opefui 
that the higher court ViQ over-

Crosby said. 

The stay was signed by U.S. 
District Judge Robert Van Pelt, 
the same Judge who fpesMed at 
Pope's trial.

The canine allegedly Is man's 
bMt irieod. However, Judging 
from an experiment performed 
by Vera Rogers, anatom^ in- 
structor, the dog also ml|^t tot 
man's smartest friend. 

STATKH WHICH claBS dogs 
as livestock bavc challenged 
several dog food manufacturers 
to. prove that dogs ean tell the 
differences of food flavors. 

These manutaeturers labeled 
their cans as liver, he^, ehteken 

or fish, claiming that 
flavor is distinctive. 

RALPn KITCHRLIj, former 
dean of veterinary medicine, 
was asked by the Pet Food In- 
stitute to condnet an ezpeclment 
to decide whether dogs oould 
distinguish among the flavors. 

Dr. Rogers, who was of the 
group which conducted the test, 
said that the team tried to con- 
dition the dogB to uat a certain 
kind of food. The doge were 
first conditioned to their en- 
Tfronment, a three-Bided box. 

Experimenters observed the 
dogs through a one-way mirror 
without being noticed. 

THR SECOND PHASE In- 
TOtved actually teaching the ani-- 
mals to eat a particular food 
through a roward and panUh- 
ifftna tmyi o!

the hirds. "There Is evidence," 
Wilson said, "that the brain of 
birds has something to do with 
the enlarging of birds' testes in 
the longer days of Spring." 

^VILHOX Is RoiiiK to submit 
the t)lrdn to a controlled \ifihi ex- 
periment. In the experiment, 
part of the hirds will be Cmged 
and will receive 20 hours of 
artifical daylight. The rest of 
the birds will raoelve eight honra. 
of light. 

If the tmtes of the Harris and 
Tree sparrows given 20 hours 
of the light show enlargement, 
and the sparrows with eight 
hours of the light do-hdt, then 
Wilson will hare proven that the 
length of day causes the testes 
to enlarge. He will then study 
the endocrine portion of the 
brain to see what the longer day 
causes them to do.

Or. Wilson capture the spar- 
rows In Japanese Mist Nets in 
the country around Manhattan.

Because the University soon became so 
large as to dominate Manhattan, some con- 
flicts arose betwoeu members of the com- 
munity and persons connected with K-State. 

Because mme city problems affected 
businessmen and University personnel dif- 
ferently, many assumed the eonfUet to he a 
town-gown split.

WA8H1NOTON (UPI) — U.S. 
troops in the war in Viet Nam 
are firing their rifles and ma- 
chine gnaa nt n rato of hotter 
than 1 billion bnlleta a year 
and the figure la wpeeted go 
still higher.

Federal Reserve Board aimed at 
tlKbtening the money supply is 
being felt even on college cam- 
puses. Some scbools are being 
forced to pay higher interest 
rates on the bonds soM to fi- 
nance their expanding residence 
hall sy'Btems. Tbe increase in 
interest rates Is causing an in- 
crease In the fees charged to the 
halls' residents.

Much musical imagination went into this 
adaption and the use of chromatic scale pas- 
sages, so typical of Usst, surpassed the wild- 
est treatment that Llsst might have made for 
duo pianos.

Colleges Tightening 
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U.S. Colleges Expect 
Bumper Crop in 1975

Gary Fisher stepped off the auditorium stage 
and returned to hit «eat fn tbe resenrtd section 
wliere bis elaetniatet waited. In his liand was a 

Blip of paper ttiat represented four jmm* work — 
his high school diploma. Like many of Ms 
friends, he was looking 
forward to college In tbe 
faU. 

Tbere are many high 

school students like Gary, 
all eagerly awaiting their 
first look at college life. 
But more than 250,000 of 
tbem will be crowded out 
due to a shortage of dormi- 
torles. Instructors and 
daasrooma at colleges and 
universities throughout the nation 

College enrollment is expected to double 
within the next 10 years and the problem is 
whether there will be room for even the most 
qualified students. 

College enrollment in the United States is 
now 5.5 million; 10 years ago it was a little more 
than 2.5 million. By 1975, it is expected there will 
be more than 10 million college students crowd- 
ing into the country's four-year institutions. 

For K-State tbe picture diMsn't appear, to be 
like that of many college campuses. According 
to E. M. Oerritz, dean of admissions and records, 
K-State can expect about 15,000 students by 1975 
— which is slightly more than a 45 per cent in- 
crease from tbe present enrollment of about 
10.000. 

iMYolves SeTefal Factors 

The increase In students seeking post-high 
school education already is presenting problems 
in many parts of the country, problems which 
have been brought about by several factors. 

The largest factor was probably the so-called 
"baby boom" after World War II. When the GI's 
came home the babies came soon after. Most of 
this bumper crop came along during the years 
1945 to 1950; those born in 1947 are this year's 
college freshmen. 

Prospective college students often believe the 
best way to be prepared to meet the outside world 
is to have a degree from one of the better known 
colleges, sometimes referred to as the prestige 
schools. It is here that one of the most perplex- 
ing enrollment problems presents itself. 

A recent article in U. S. News and World 
Report stated that 60 per cent of all high school 
ipraduates apply to 10 per cent of the colleges. 
If tbe student is not accepted at his particular 
prestige school, he is faced with the problem of 
applying elsewhere. 

Housing Shortens 

The biggest problem for the colleges and the 
most formidpible roadblock for the student Is lack 
of housing. Many colleges both private and state 
supported must limit their freshman dasMS on 
the basis of dormitory space. 

Florida State University, Talahassec, is plan- 
ning to set an earlier cutoff date for applications 
in the fall of 1966 because of a housing shortage. 
Charles Schuler, director of admissions at Miami 
University, Oxford, Ohio, said enrollment is be- 
ing limited at Miami U. primarily because of 
housing. Similar situations exist at the Univer- 
sity of Toledo, De Pauw University, Brigbam 
Young University and others. 

Thorton lidwards* director of housing here, 
■aid K-Stote'to dormitory space always will lag 




behind enrollment. The state provides a one- 
quarter mill levy on property tax for the construc- 
tion of dorms at state institutions. This levy 
only provides enough money each year to build 
a dorm which will house 300 to 400 at K-State, 
Edwards said. 

Dorm construction and operation is most 
economical when capacity is 600 or more, so the 
University must borrow additional funds backed 
by bonds to build the rest of the dorm. 

West Stadium still is being used as a men's 

dorm even though Marlatt 
hall, which houses 600 
men, was completed last 
fall 

There are 1,616 wo- 
men and 1,508 men housed 
in University - operated 
dorms and scholarship 
houses and more than 
2,000 men live in off-cam- 
pus, private housing. 

If dormitory shortage 
is a roadblock in solving the enrollment crisis, 
then lack of classrooms and instructors are the 
ruts in the road. 

Many colleges, especially in urban areas, 
have no place to build 
new classrooms. The 
land shortage in these 
areas has forced sev- 
eral schools, 
like Pittsburg Univer- 
sity, to build sky- 
scraper - like struc- 
tures. Some schools 
have turned to en- 
larged class sections 
In order to make bet- 
ter use of available 
space. 

K-State is fortu- 
nate that it does not 
have a shortage of 
either classrooms or 
instructors. Gerritz 
said there are many 
large class sections 
but these have been 
adopted only for those 
courses where a large 
number of students 
ddes not conflict with 
the nature of the ma- 
terial taught. 

Five years ago, 
Qerritz recommend^ 
to the Faculty Admin- 
istration Council 
three measures 
meant to prevent 
overcrowding 
of classes and to 
evenly distribute the 
number of students 
on campus during the 
week. 

The measures 
were: 1.) Thtt de- 
partments not offer 
more than 45 per cent 
of their classes on 
Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday mornings; 

2. ) That no student 
be allowed to take 
more than 50 per cent 
of his classes during 
this same period; and 

3. ) That the class day 
be extended from 7 : 30 
ajD. to 6:80 pjn. 



The first two measures were adopted by the 
Council. Some classes now are being offered from 
7:35 to 9 a.m. on Tuesdays and Thursday. Ger- 
rits said this is being done to reduce the number 
of Saturday elasses. 

A weekly schedule of 7:80 to S:30 classes 
probably will become a really within the n^ 
two years. 

Officials Here Forced 
To 'Play It By Ear' 

Though the enrollment picture may look 
crowded on the national scene, students and fac- 
ulty needn't worry that K-State will encounter an 
enrollment crisis in the near future. 

But what will the pi<^ure look like five or 
10 years from now? What are K-State's plana 
for coping with a 45 per cent increase in the sttt* 
dent population by 1975? 

According to Gerritz, the emphasis in educa- 
tion is on getting next year's job done with this 
year's methods. 

With little or no funds available for research

by universities on the long-range problems and 
answers ot increased enrollment, the task ot 
finding the answers to the preceeding questions 
ffhMft gt becomes a "play-it-by-ear" proposition. 

The first and easiest answer tound by many 
colleges is to limit enrollment. 

Almost all coU%es place higher entrance 
requirements on out-of-state lippllcants. A pref- 
erence for the resident student is usually accom- 
panied by higher tuition for the non-resident. By 
making the non-resident pay more colleges have 
found an easy answer to a portion of the enroll- 
ment problem. 

Private colleges become ezclusiye by having 
rigid entrance requirements for all applicants 
and tjy charging high tuition. They are thus able 
to turn out high quality graduates, make a name 
for themselves and attract an even higher quality 
fresliman class. 

Today many public-supported colleges have 
followed the example of the private institutions. 
But picking a set of criteria for selective admis- 
sions involves more odiuiiderations than many 
administrators believe are neceslary. 

Clianire Biffleolt 

Estahlishlng a set of criteria for Kansas is 
particularly difficult. 

The state Legislature has decreed that state* 
supported colleges must accept all graduates of 
accredited high schools. Kansas is one of five 
states that still requires its colleges to do .tliis. 

Genritz said his office uses material such as 
hl|h scfiool records. ACT test scores aild psycho- 
ilPcal tests to screen the entering student's 
abilities and determine his potential, but these 
tests are not always true indicators nor are 
they an effective way of limiting enrollment. 

Gerrltz said his office makes an effort to in- 
form the marginal student of his cliances at K- 
State. Usually this advice is heeded and the stu- 
dent applies to another school where he has a bet- 
ter chance for success. 

Though state law prohibits the administra- 
tion from devising a system of selective admis- 
sions at present* the law makers in Topeka may 
soon find -such a syatem necessary. Until that 
time the University will have to rely on the in- 
formal selection system that already exists. 

Restrictive Selections 
Seen as Inevitable 

Informal selection cannot be relied upon In- 
definitely as a substitute for selective admissions 
and a cure for K-State's future enrollment prob- 
lems. 

Many of the University's officials realize the 
need for some type of selective program in ad- 
mitting residents and non-residents alike. 

President James A. McCain said recently, "T 
have advocated selective admissions for the two, 
now three, state universities for the past 15 years. 

"By initiating such a program you are not 
slamming the door in the face of those who are 
not admitted, there are other opportunities open 
to these students such as junior coUeges and 
technical-vocational schools." 

At a recent press conference. Gov. William 
Avery said the need for a system of selective ad- 
missions was evident to him. However, he said, 
no legislator or group connected with higher edu- 
^^n has contacted his office with a proposal 
for limiting ienroUment at state-supported col- 
leges. 

It is within the scope of the Office of Ad- 
inissions and Records to devise a plan for selec- 
tive admissions. Such a plan could he based on 
the ACT tests. 

Many colleges use such standard aptitude 



tests as a basis for iEtdmisslons. The student must 
attain a certain score on each part of the test or 
a predetermined score on the entire test before 
he can be considered for admission. 

Gerriis said auch a plan, in order to be mt to 
the greatest number of students, would have to 
exclude some who possibly could be successful 
in college. The test undoubtedly would set a 
higher standard for non- 
residents who already pay 
more than twice the resi- 
dent tuition. 

Though much higher 
than the resident fee, the 
$337 paid by the non-resi- 
dent is not out of line 
when compared witli that 
charged by other univer- 
sities. Some Midwestern 
colleges maintain a $500 
gap between resident and 
non-resident fees. 

Gov. Avery said the 
Board of Regents has the 
power to raise non-resi- 
dent tuition whenever 
they feel the non-Kan- 
sans are not paying their 
rightful share. In all 
probability, rightful share 
means a non-resident tui- 
tion high enough to re- 
move part of the burden 
of rising eduction costs 
from the I^siS tax- 
payer. 

Eventually the prob- 
lems of increased enroll- 
ment will be solved by 
measures Initiated within 
the colleges rather than 
continuing to raise en- 
trance requirements year 
after year. 

Federal and private 
aid to education is mak- 
ing college possible for 
more students each year. 
Gerritz said colleges and 
universities can only set 
their standards so high. 
After the quality of stu- 
dents reaches an opti- 
mum, colleges will use 
other methods to combat 
enrollment pressures. 
Method Chanfire 

Some of the sug- 
gested techniques are: 
More independent study 
instead of lecture classes 
that often fail to benefit 
the student; the use of 
sophisticated 
teaching aids such as 
classes taught by televi- 
sion; microfilms in place 
of books; and taped lec- 
tures that the student 
can listen to at his lei- 
sure. Many of t h e s e 
methods seem far into 
the future but some are being used today.

Oae Solation • 

The best way to solve the problem of over- 
crowded classes and overburdened instructors 
seems to be through the use of more outside study. 

Gerritz believes stndeiits 
can be taught to use their 
time wisely while not in 
class if a little self-dis- 
cipline is employed. 

He cited the story of 
a K-State engineering 
Ptudent who wanted to 
take two math courses 
that mot at conflicting 
hours and one was a pre- 
requisite for the othoiv 
The student received per- 
mission to attempt this 
chore and by alternating 
his attendance and keep- 
ing up with the class- 
work and reading he was 
able to earn "B's" in both 
courses. 

This may be a rare 
case now, but in the fu- 
ture it may be the rule 
rather than the excep- 
tion. The state legis- 
lature does not have the 
funds necessary to Install 
expensive aids at the 
fit ate universities so out- 
side Httidy will probably 
be tested here. 

Classroom space is 
being used at only SO per 
cent capacity. If dormi- 
tory construction keeps 
pace with enroll nuMit and 
if more jjrofessors are 
hired, there would be 
room for almost 20,000 
students here in 1970. 

This would 1)0 Tuuln- 
sireablc for two reasons, 
accoifting to Gerritz.

K-State now hires two full- 
time employees to pick up litter 
and keep University grounds 
presentable.

Purpose of BSO, accord- 
ing to the proposed revision, is 
"to advise and assist potential 
and existent student ortraniza- 
tions*' and "to insure tluu tbe 
organizations maintain a high 
level of conduct by requiring 
compliance with tbe K-State 
Honor Code nnd BSO regula- 
tions." 

OART HITOHES, chairman of 

BSO. said, "We have an Honor 
Code which is used to govern the 
behavior and ethics of students 
and it is our feeling ttie Code 
can be applicable to student or- 
ganlzatloiu." 

Two routes for appealing BSO 
decisions were spelled out in the 
proposed revision, in the first, 
"the applicant organization may 
revise Its constitution and/or 
liolicies .md receive another 
hearing before BSO." 

The second route is appeal to 
the Faculty Council on Student 
Affairs, then the Faculty Sen- 
ate, then the President of the 
University and then to the Kan- 
sas Board of Regents. 

IN DBCTDIKO provisional and 

final approval, "deliberation and 
voting will be closed to the press 
and to the applleant organisa- 
tion." 

The proposed constitution 
states. "If approval is denied, 
BSO will submit a writteji re- 
port explaining the grounds for 
disapproval to the applicant or- 
ganization. Release of the state- 
ment to the press shall be at the 
discretion of the applicant or- 
ganization." 

The revision included also a 

change in membership require- 
ments of K-State student or- 
ganizations. Members "must be 
either K-State students, faculty 
or staff members, or a direct 
relative, such -as husband, wife 
or child. 

"A PKRSOX not included in 
the above categories who seeks 
membership in a student organi- 
zation will be designated an as- 
sociate member with no vote and 
may not hold an office." 

The revision states also that 
"an organization will not be ap- 
proved it it is subject to a na- 
tional eonstltntlon that contains 
clauses which are In conflict 
with the K-State Honor Code, 
University regulations or BSO 
policy." 



Fees Necessary for Stadium,

Two athletic officials Tuesday 
night told Student Senate that 
student fees would be the "most 
feasible" method of financing a 
new football stadium here. 

C, Clyde Jones, chairman of 
tbe Athletic Council, and H. B. 
(Bebe) Lee, athletic director, 
appeared at a regular meeting 
at Senate's request to explain 
facts of a proposed stadium, 

TH£ TWO officials also dis- 
cussed K-State athletics and Its 
position in the Big Eight con- 
ference. 

"The athletic program here 
Is badly In need of student sup- 
port," Jones told senators. "A 



Unlveraity need not apologise 
for having an athletic prngmin." 

A Stadium is an important 
part of the total athletic pro- 
gram. Jones said. He said the 
present stadium is too small, 
and outlined plans to tiaaace 
a new stadium here. 

"USING STUMINT fees as a 
pledge for revenue bonds would 
be the most feasible method. 
It would take $100,000 per year 
from student fees to finance the 
revenue btmds plus other bonds 
to finance the program." Jones 
said. This amount could vary 
with the duration of the bonds, 
Lee added. 

Jones Indicated the student 



Student Draft Unlikely 
in Spring Semester 



"It Is unlikely that any stu- 
dent will be drafted' while la 
school this semester," E. M. 
Oerritz, dean of admissions and 
records, said Tuesday. 

Qerrlts said he knew of no 
K-State students who were 
called for military service last 
semester, 

HE SAID requirements for 
educational deferments vary be- 
tween local selective service 
boards and between states. 

For example, Kansas has rec- 
ommended loeal draft boards 
defer those college stndenta who 
successfully complete 30 credit 
hours per year including sum- 
mer school. Students from Ok- 
lahoma, on the other hand, mu«t 
complete 15 hours per semester. 

"It should be realised," Ger- 
ritz said, "that there in no ruling 
which requires local boards to 
adhere to the reeonunendatlons 



of the istaM board,' bat in most 
cases they do." 

Gerrltz said the selective serv- 
ice Information cards filled out 
by students during enrollment 
are a service. They indicate tbe 
indivldnal Is enrolled and specify 
the nniaber of hoan he la tak- 
ing. 

•*THF3 C!AKUB are the only 

information the University sends 
to local draft boards unless the 
stndent asks that mora informa- 
tion be forwarded," Gerritz said. 

"Unless the international sit- 
uation changes suddenly there 
is no reason to believe students 
will be pulled from school," 
Qerrlti said.

For 
some students the only previous 
contact with the University has 
been through athletics, he said. 

"Many students couldn't at- 
tend college if tbey didn't have 
athletic scholarships," JonM 
said. As a reaalt they lead more 
useful lives as collegi fradoates, 
he added. 

Competitive sports makes a 
very lasting contribittinn in the 
life of the person who partici- 
pates and is another reason for 
strengthening the program, Jonea 
said. 

FIN AlifjY, K-Btate la required 
to compete with like schools — 
actually there Is no choice but 
to compete, he said. 

Jones said the new stadium 
woQld realize a sharp funds In- 
crease "quickly" from Increased 
attendance. 

A new stadium would aid in 
recruiting athletM as welt as 
eoaches, Jonea aafd.

American college students 

question whether written exami- 
nations are good indicators of 
what a student has learned. In 
India, however, one test can 
make or break a student's 
chances of advancement. 

Indian students from ele- 
mentary school through college 
arc tested only at the end of 
leacb year, Arora, a research 
assistant in civil engineering 
from India, said. 

"AMKKirAN HTUIIKXTH are 
fortunate," Arora said, "they 
...n I'oep track of their progress 
through test scores, but Id India 
tli>'i>' i> no way of knowing u&W 
much we are learning." 

Grades in India are based 
strirtly on a final exam. Stu- 
df^nts must pass this compre- 
hensive test before advancing to 
the next grade. 

\Vh"n a student completes ten 
grades or "standards" he can 
take a college entrance exami- 
nation, but only 25 to 80 per 
cent of tenth standard graduates 
enter college. 

All college work Is taught In 
English, and Indian students 
must master the language in 
order to pass entrance tests. Tbe 
tests cover a wide variety of 
subjects and only the best stu- 



dents are victorious, Arora said. 

"The student has about seven 
tries at tbe test. If he tails h« 
must accept hiw present level of 
education." Arora said. 

IN THE FIRHT two years of 
college all students are required 
to take the same courses. At 
the end of two years one massive 
test is given to all students. 
Clasees are dismissed for about 
20 days to prepare for the test. 

"Those 20 days are hectic." 
Arora said. "One has little time 
to eat or sleep, its nothing bnt 
study until one nan account for 
every book, lecture and class he 
has come In contact with orer - 
the two year period." 

If the student passes the test 
be can continue his college edu- 
cation and select a partlcnlar 
course of study. 

The test determining whether 
a student receives a degree or 
not is tlte most difficult, Arora 
said. It covera the student's en- 
tire schooling. 

"In America it's often easy to 
forget material after a test, bat 
in India one can't forget what 
be learns. Everything be studies 
must become a part of the stu- 
dent's workable memory." Arora 
said.

ATHLETIC officials have indicated the 
revitalizatioti of K-State*8 sagging athletic 
program must include the new stadium. 
And anyone with an insight into Big Eight 
athletics will agree. 

At present the stadium 
here is seriously inade- Editorial 
quale and a bui den on con- 
ference athl(!tics. There is 
no question tliat we need a new stadium to 
remain competitive In the Big Eight. 

One solution which immediately comes 
to mind^ — and must be discarded equally as 
fast -is to withdraw from the Big Eight. 
For obvious reasons, K-State cannot afford 
to sever its ties with the conference. 

W£ ME£D a new stadium, and we need 
It badly. That is not the question, but when 
athletic officials say student fees will be 
Bouglit to build it, or at least help l)ui]d it, 
tile situation becomes more complicated 
and more dangerous. 

As stated at Tuesday night's Student 
Senate meettng, athletics hopes to use fees 
which come to it from Apportionment 
Board (about $80,000 this year) as col- 
lateral for revenue bonds. Officials indi- 
cated they will seek an increase in the ap- 
portioned fees. 

AIiTHOUOH this may not raise the 
aetivity fee, which is the source of Appor- 
tionment Board's funds, it would seriously 
slice already scarce funds available to other 
student groups receiving funds from the 
Qoard. And if it liappens, students them- 
selves will be hurt badly.

leaders into exile. 

For the first time in eight 
days, Santo Domingo was rela- 
tively quiet Wednesday night 
and early today. 

THB EXPLiOHIONS were 
heard — presumably those of 
teri'orist boinl)^^ — but so far as 
could be learned they added no 
new casualties to the toll of the 
24 dead and more than 70 
wouuded exacted by the latest 
outbreak in violence. 

Garcia announced in a tele- 
cast speech Wednesday night 
that he has once again ordered 
Air Force Col. Juan de los San- 
tos Cespedes and^ Army Col. 
Jacinto Martinez Arana to "dip- 
lomatic posts abroad" — n polite 
form of exile. 

THE PRKSIDKXT said he 
hoped the new orders would 
suffice to end the leftist-led 
"general strike" which has 
crippled Santo Dojningo for 
more tlian a week.

tion from hunger, and liberation 
from Ignoranee." 

UNLESS liberation from these 
privations is achieved, he said, 
"a military victory In South 
Viet Nam would be no victory 
Qt ail — only a brief delay until 
the aggressor returns to feed on 
the continuing miaery of tlie 
people."

HE SAID he had pledged U.S. 
support to help build 2,!;00 
classrooms, help train 13,400 
teachers, help distribute nearly 
6,000 text books, and assist in 
educating "almost a fourth as 
many doctors as the total num- 
ber they now have.'* 

South Viet Nam "maintains 
700,000 men in its armed forces, 
over two and a half times as 
many for its size as we have." 
Yet, he said, the South Vietna- 
Yfif^c- leadprs "voiced no weari- 
ness before the task of getting 
on with reforms In education, 
hesltli and agriculture."

Their job ft to dieah elaas 
rooms, stairs, halls, but not to 
wax floors — "that's the job of 
another department." Helget 
also la In charge of cleaning the 
swimming pools. Bacteriologista 
help make snre the water Js 
sanitary, he emphasized.

Unrolling nearly 11,000 students in less 
than two lioiurt next tall will replace a pro- 
oedure wUeli now takes three days to com- 
plete. 

Maoliine enrollment, by a 141.0 IBM com- 
puter, wlU be Instituted next fall to meet a 
demanding need to expedite registration 
procedures here. The adaptation of mechar 
nised enrolhnent comes after sporadic com- 
plaints by students and faculty alike to make 
registration less than a frustration. 

K-State's enrollment figures for this fall 
l^how about a 10 per cent Increase over en- 
rollment a year ago. Officials predict this 
jump is indicative of years to come. Machine 
inrolbnent is but a beginning of varied pro- 
cedural changes which must be functional 
to q^eet the demanding needs I'of ketflng a 
university mechanically solvent. 

Machine enrollment will incorporate the 
present advisory system, after which students 
wiU mark course preference cards to be fed 
into (he computer for scheduling. The com- 
puter plan will be Instituted next spring for 
a 1 1 students* enroll- 
ment in the fall. 

In April, a student 
Will obtain a "permit 
to enroll** from his 
dean. (See Illustration) 
After selecting courses 
he wishes to take, the 
student will meet with 
his adviser to complete 
a "mark sense card." 
(See I 1 1 u s t r a- 
tion) These cards, containing the student's 
identification, will be filled out by the stn- 
dent in presence of the adviser. 

One card will carry all information 
needed for a particular course. For example, 
there will be only one card for a physics 
claaa— rather than separate cards for labs, 
recitations and lectures. 

The student will be entitled to mark an 
alternate, selected course In the event the 
machine cannot make the necessary sched- 
uling. The student will not have a choice as 
to the desired times or days for his classes. 

Under the machine system, class meet- 
ing times will not be known until after pre- 
en rollment» or advisement, Is completed. 

After all students' cards are completed by the 
end of July, the cards will be fed into the 
computer for a section co\mt. Upperclass- 
men's cards will be completed in June. 

This adaptation is desirable in theory 
because the number of sections offered wUl 
be oompletoly dependent upon student pref- 
•renoes. 

It will be impossible for even enrollment 
officials to know the time or day of a par- 
ticular eourse offering because this informa- 



tion will not be known until after the student 
preference count. 

Knowing what courses must be offered, 
as indicated by student desires, will aid 
University departments. 

Presently, the number of class sections 
to be offered for each course in a particular 
department is solicited annually by enroll- 
ment officials. 

The department head makes an edu- 
cated guess based on past experience and ex- 
pected enrollment in the department. From 
this all-department count, officials compile 
the familiar line schedule, enumerating 
class sections and available scheduling. 

New Line Schedule 

The new line schedule will be a com- 
pilation of available classes as outlined in 
the general catalog. These sheets, probably 
mimeographed, will be distributed to faciflty 
before the advisement period. In addition 
to the course name, the new schedule will 
contain only a course number. 

Ironically, after numerous attempts to 

have professors' names 
Included on the line 
schedule, this pursuit 
now is impossible. 

While English 
Composition H takes 
nearly two pages in 
the present line sched- 
ule, it will constitute 
only one line in.the 
new schedule. 
! What now is a 
three-day registration : period, necessary to 
enroll all students, will be reduced next faU 
to a two-day affair. At this time, the student 
will pick up his class schedule, pay fees, buy 
parking stickers, insurance and athletic 
tickets. 

Working Studonts 
Assigning students who have a rigid 
work schedule posed a certain problem to 

persons devising the system of machine en- 
rollment. E. M. Gerritz, dean of admissions 
and records, estimates that — based on past 
records — only two to three per cent of the 
student body make up this group. 

These students, after receiving the 
proper validation by their adviser and dean, 
will be personally enrolled — a plan not un- 
like the present one. Gerritz estimates this 
small percentage because, he said, most stu- 
dents are employed by the University and 
meet their work schedules around their elaflS 
schedules. 

Machine acheduling, as it was once 
thought, will not be on a first-come, first- 
served basis. ASt&t fredunan and new stu- 
dent pre-enroUment Is completed In July, all 
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cards — beginning with 
graduate students and 
seniors — will be pumped 
into the computer. 

Officials have noi^ 
y«t decided whedier ieil^ ' 
not underclassmen also 
will be divided into 
classifications before 
machine assigning. 

For an all-Univer- 
slty offering, the ma- 
chine alternately will 
eliminate the possibility 
of the first student 
cards through the ma- 
chine being assigned 
eight o'clocfcs and the 
last student cards re- 
ceiving a late afternoon 
assignment. 

Gerritz made this 
analogy: If a particular 
class was made up of 
five sections. It would 
be like each of five 
buckets receiving a drop 
of water (a student) at 
a time. When the last 
bucket has a drop, the 
machine will revert to 
the first bucket and so' 
on. This will stabilise 
enrollment within sec* 
tions of a class. 

Mechanized enroll- 
ment will enhance, 
rather than detract 
firom, the present ad- 
visory system. In order , 

to have the opportunity 
to fill out a mark sense card, it will be Im- 
perative for a student to consult his adviser. 

It will be nearly mandatory that a stu- 
dent decide several months ahead his pro- 
gram for the upcoming semester. Only in 
the case of failures or excused* emergencies, 
will enrollment officials change a Mudent's 
course plan. Officials here have not indi- 
cated what constitutes an excused emer- 
gency. 

In the case of failures, three methods 
are being considered: having the student re- 
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sponsible for the necessary program change; 
having office personnel do any changing; justify the 
or having the dean first notify the student seeing adi 
by mall, after which the dean would try to system 
meet the desires of the individual student. 
The latter probably is the one which will 
be used, according to Gerritz. 

The committee which has devoted itself 
to the area of machine enrollment is a sub- 
committee of the Academic Affairs commit- 
tee. 

The conuaittee, chaired by Gerritz, has 
the following members: Lyleen Hofmann, 
library staff; Jake Smaltz, professor of in- 
dustrial engineering; John A. Smith, direc- 
tor of records; Tom Parker, professor of course pla; 
mathematics; Bavid Dodson, admissions v^®^ 
staff; Harlan Hale, office of admissions and 
records; and Louis QroSh, assistant profes- 
sor of Industrial engineering.

Although fac- 
ulty personnel now are 
being paid for their time 
spent at enrollment, 
this would not change 
with the advent of the 
machine because enroll- 
ment periods naturally 
are figured as payable 
days _ within the aca- 
demic year. 

Advantages to the 
Initiation of a computer 
program include a more 
efficient use of the Uni- 
versity's physical facili- 
ties, a stabilised enroll- 
ment of sections, a near- 
guarantee that each stu- 
dent will receive bis 
first-choice classes and 
an eventual half-day 
registration period. 

More adequate utili- 
sation of the Unlven* 
sity's physical facilities, 
in a sense, is interde- 
pendent with the stabili- 
zation of class enroll- 
ments. Stabilising seo- 

, tion enrollments will 

prevent overcrowding of 
one section while another has too few stu- 
dents. 

It also will aid the instructor, who more 
accurately will be able to judge the probable 
size of his classes and consequential teach- 
ing praclloes. 

Because any arbitrary guessing of sec- 
tion numbers will be eliminated, omcials 
contend, the student virtually has a guaran- 
tee that he will receive his first-choice 
classes. The benefits in this area will be 
reaped, particularly, by upperclassmen who 
now may find it difficult to schedule classes 
required for graduation. 

A one-day registration period seemingly 



would be benelleial to all. Although summer 
aeliool registnitlon wlU remain as it has in 
the past, approximately 70 per cent of the 

time each student now spends at registra- 
tion will be handled by the computer in a 

fraction of a second. 

Another advantage, considered a mute 
point by some departments, will be the event- 
ual elimination of overlapping, repetitive 
daas material by various University depart- 
ments. This advantage could apply chiefly 
to such departments as within the College 
of Engineering or to the humanities and 
English offerings in the College of Arts and 
Sciences. 

This advantage will be realised because, 
by virtue of the ^stem, more give-and-take 
information will be available for depart- 
mental exchange. 

Some Answers Unclear 
Paradoxically, man attunes himself to a 
certain number of 'maybe* answers to a situa- 
tion which seems neither black nor white.

The story Is 
being repeated here with the Introduction o| 
machine enrollment. 

Labor forces early in the century were 
discontent and did not falter in demonstrat- 
ing their disapproval to the controlling 
■forces. Bveify attempt was made to voice 
their arguments to the men in charge. 

By coming out Into the open, the two 
forces came to an eventual understanding 
and. ultimately, a common goal. 

It would be disheartening to think the 
switch to computer enrollment will be met 
with no disapproval. When management 
takes advantage of technological advances, 
the underlings are expected to complain. 

But only logical objection is worthy. 
Logical argument against a proposed plan 
tends to strengthen the proposal and may 
throw light onto some areas not yet con- 
sidered. 

Not unlike the unskilled workers facing 
the ominous mechanisation of their labor, 
students here are personally involved in this 
transitional period— a beginning of coping 
with the burden of ever-Increasing enroll- 
ment. And no one knows the ins and outs 
of enrolling for dasses better than studepts. 

Rather than blindly attacking the in- 
evitable, students should be aware they are 
of major Importance and could effectively 
serve to strengthen and improve a program 
designed for their benefit.

Frank Wilkinson, exeentit^ 

director for a national commit- 
tee to abolish the House Un- 
American Activities Committee 
(HUAC). spoke to students 
Wednesday, in the Little Thea- 
tre. His speech was sponsored 
by Students for Positive Action 
(SPA). 

"HC.^C -i hulvvark on civil 
rights," Wilkinson said. It sends 
Investigating committees to the 
South with longtime segr^tlOB- 
ist members, he said. 

It is written in the HUAC 
constitution there will he no 
cross-examination of any one 
testifying at its hearings. 

U'lLKIXHON also told of his 
early days at miverrity of Cali- 
fornia at Los Angeles and of 
some things he did to clear the 
Watts district. This was the 
first time he encountered HUAC. 

"They continually asked me 
and members of my group to 
swear under oath that we were 
not Communists," he said. 

HE BATD he and his follow- 
ers believe that HUAC Is un- 
constitutional and have pub- 
lished several books that show 
their views as opposed to the 
Committee's. 

"My group is opposed only to 
one of the House's committees. 
We agree with the other 18." 

Wilkinson was found guilty of 
contempt of Congress for refusal

He 
was sentenced to a year In. a 
federal penttratlarr In l»tl.

Omt- 
breaks in the Los Angeles area 
were the worst in the state.

The program, begun in 19 50 
* to aid school districts over- 
crowded by this children of serv- 
icemen and federal worfeers, will 
pay out $325 million to 4,200 
local school districts during the 
ciirmit fiFscal year. 

BLX L'NDEK Johnson's pro- 
posal to Stiffen the ellglhility 

requirements for the aid. a total 
of $158.9 million in payments 
would get to only 3,150 dis- 
tricts for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. 

According to an official break- 
down made public today, the 
reduction of $216.7 million was 
figured on the basis of an esti- 
mated need for I37&.2 million 
for the program If It continued 
unchanged into fiscal 19 67, 

THE REDUCTION cannot be 
made unlets Congress agrees to 
amend the impact aid law. And 
with more than two out of three 
ecHigressional diat^feta affected in 
every state, there were few who 
believed the administration 
would get the needed change. 

Other Presidents have tried 
to reduce the program and 
failed. In every case, congress- 
men of both parties liave ob- 
leetad atmuontflf.

Rookie Astronauts 
To Attempt Link-up 
With Geminl-Agena 

SPACK CENTER, Houston 
(UPI) — Rookie astronauts Nell 
Armstrong and Dave Scott to- 
day aimed for a March 15 launch 
into man's most ambitious space 
venture — one that hopefully will 
Include a link-up with an Agena 
satellite and the longest "space- 
walk" in history. 

The federal spare agency 
Thursday said the astronauts 
would be sent aloft in the Gem- 
ini 8 capsule on schedule March 
15. despite recent difficulties 
with the Agena rocket — the 
target satellite to which Arm- 
strong and Scott will try to <kick 
their iltlp. 

THE GEMINI 8 flight, sched- 
uled to last three dgys, will be- 
gin a hwy and adventuresome 
year of U.S. activity in manned 
spaceflight. By the end of the 
year, this conatry hopes to have 
launched its first three-man 
Apollo capsule. 

The target date of March 16 
appeared in jeopardy last week 
when a test model of the Agena 
rocket had a "hard start" at 
Tullahoma. Tenn. Even though 
an anlysls of that trouble has not 
been completed, space officials 
said they still planned to use 
the Agena as the docking target. 

TECHNICIANS said a smaller 
satellite, known as the Aug- 
mented Target Docking Adapter 
(ATDA), would be standing by 
March 15, Just in case the Agena 
rocket could not keep Its date 
with the Gemini capsule. 

While the space agency's de- 
cision to go ahead with the dock- 
ing attempts March 16 was a 
bit of a surprise, the word that 
Scott would attempt to break 
the worid's "Bpaesvalk"' rseord 
was nothing new. 

Space officials said Scott will 
leave the capsule about 20 hours 
after . blastoff, and float along- 
side the capsule for posrtbly 
1% orMts— OT about two bours.

TRH FAA left little doubt 

that while the crashes are still 
under investigation and no final 
causes bave been determined, 
cockpit practices were the chief 
factor under suspicion in the 
four accidents. 

Clifford Walker, deputy direc- 
tor of the FAA Flight Standards 
Division, briefed newsmen after 
the closed session which dealt 
with the crashes, training pro- 
cedures and experiences flying 
the 727 for the three years it 
has been in service. 

"\\K FOI'ND nothing to indi- 
cate that the 727 Is not com- 
pletely airworthy and properly 
certificated, " Walker said. "We 
have found no cause to be sus- 
))ictous of ths T2T as an air- 
plane." 

He said that "no training de- 
ficiencies" were foiiiul In air- 
line programs to acquaint pilots 
twith the 727, and described 
FAA suggestions for change as 
"refinements" rather than dras- 
tic revisions. 

THE oo representatives at- 
tending the meeting were unani- 
mous in their endorsement of the 
727 as a "wonderful airplane," 
and Walker emphasised this In- 
cluded pilots. 

He said the refinements were 
to assure that pilots are aware 
of any operational problems 
which may arise during night 
approaches to landing fields. 

AU tour crashes occurred dur- 
ing night approaches at which 
time any Jet is making drastic 
changes in speed, power, and al- 
titude, and there Is the widest 
difference between landing and 
cruising speeds.

Milks 'Cow-tO'Cartori Trip 
Taken by 800 GaLtons Daily 



Between eight and nine Imnrlred gallons 

of milk are consumed on cinnims daily. 

This milk is produced and processed at the 
K-State creamery. 

The milk, conmmtied in the dorm food 
ee&t&n and t&e tTnton. is euppUed by K- 
Stato's 110 cowa. 

THE JOURITET of mflk from *'cow to 

carton" begins every afternoon in the dairy 
barns where the cows are milked by 25 
automatic milkers. The milk is then trans- 
ported to the processing plant in Call hall 
by truck. 

Call hall has the most modern process- 
ing equipment in the area, creamery plant 
Paul Roberts said. The dairy serves in edu- 
catipn, research and for the disposal of 
milk supplied by the cows, he said. 

The milk is pumped from the transpor* 



tation trucks inside the Imilding where it 
is stored in large tanks. All the processing 
is done in one continuous pipeline and the 
whole process is oontroUed from one oett- 
trolling panel.' The equipment is cleaned 
by ptnnplng water tliioiqi^ it lasteaA of 
milk. 

From the storage tanks the milk ta 
pumped through the pasteurization equip- 
ment and then it is packaged. 

The milk is then stored in a large 
room where it is allowed to cool. It is then 
tianapoi'ted out to the various points of 
distribntion. 

During student va<-ationa, milk is 
eluuftged into stumble by>i)roducts such as 
cheese and ice eream» Roberts aaid. TXe 
only place the public may buy tbe daWy 
products directly is at the dairy bar wli^ 
is also located in Call hall.

K-State first operated trailer 
courts after World War IT.

Tide housing for 66 students and 
have room for 52 trailers. Only 
married students may live tn the 
trailers, which cannot be over 
45 feet in length. Currently 
there are 61 tittUws la the Nortli 
Courts. 

Trailer housing must conform 
to the same University housing 
regulations as do other types of 
housing. Manhattan also has an 
ordinance prohibiting anyone 
from liTing in a frailer anless 
it Is in a planned trailer eonrt. 
'Trailer courts also are inspected 
-by the joint City-County Health 
i Department and must meet their 
(requirements. Currently there 
,are five courts within the city 
*Umifs and ten ontotda. ' 

MOST OF THE students own 
their own trailers and nnist 



eonaeqnently p«r personal prop- 
erty tax as well .as insurance 

and maintenance on them. Most 
lots rent for between |15-¥25 
and Include water and trash eot- 
lecUon, The trailer residents 
usually pay the other utilities. 

MfWt of the residents say it Is 
cheaper to live In a trailer than 
to rent an apartment. After 
graduation they will have an 
equity in a trailer and would 
have nothing in an apartment. 

ONE TRAILRB resident liked 
the location of the court with 
regard to her children's school.
